In an Official Action dated March 27, 2007, the Examiner has indicated that 
restriction to one of the following distinct species is required under 35 U.S.C.§ 121: 
Species I Figure 1 
Species II Figure 5 
Species Ml Figure 6 
Species IV Figure 7 

Species V Embodiment on page 8, lines 10-24 
Species VI Embodiment on page 8, lines 25-28 

Accordingly, Applicants provisionally elect Species I, the subject matter of 
claims 20-24 and 69, with traverse. Claims 25-68 remain pending but have been 
withdrawn. 

Should the Election become final, Applicant reserves the right to pursue the 
non-elected inventions in one or more divisional applications and/or to Petition the 
Election. 
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This Restriction/Election will not reduce the workload of the U.S. Patent and 
Tradennark Office or simplify prosecution of the application. As set forth in M.P.E.P. 
§803, there are two criteria for a proper restriction requirement between patentably 
distinct inventions: (1) the inventions must be independent or distinct as claimed; 
and (2) there must be a serious burden on the Examiner if restriction is not 
required. This portion of the M.P.E.P. requires that if the search and examination of 
an entire application can be made without serious burden, the Examiner must 
examine it on the merits, even though it includes claims to distinct or independent 
inventions. 

Withdrawal of the Election of Species requirement and a favorable 
examination and consideration of all remaining claims are respectfully requested.
